A Notice of Allowance was issued in the above-identified U.S. patent application on October 6, 
2010. The issue fee has not yet been paid. 
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An Office Action was issued in the above-identified application on October 9 ? 2007. The 
October 9, 2007 Office Action included, inter alia, the following rejection of Claim 43 at page 
11, lines 12-16: 

4. Claim 43 is rejected under 35 US.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by William (US 
Patent 2,194.520). 

Regarding claim 43 t William discloses a gas sensor assembly comprising a 
support structure (supporting frame 1 and filament 6, see col. 1. lines 28-30. 34-36) 
also col. 2, lines 59-62). 

As indicated above, Claim 43 was rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as allegedly anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 2,194,520. However, the form PTO-892 accompanying the October 9, 2007 
Office Action did not include citation of U.S. Patent No. 2,194,520. 

Based on Applicants' review of the file history via PAIR it appears that U.S. Patent No. 
2, 194,520 has not otherwise been made of record.

On October 1 1, 2010, the undersigned attorney filed an Amendment After Allowance including a 
renewed request for issuance of Form PTO-892 in the present application, in order to confirm the 
Examiner's consideration of U.S. Patent No> 2,194,520 to DARRAH, William . 

On November 23, 2010, a Form PTO-892 was issued in the present application 
INCORRECTLY identifying U.S. Patent No. 2,194,250 to TUREK, Frank S . 
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The Form PTO-892 issued on November 23, 2010 did NOT correctly identify U.S. Patent No. 
2,194,520 to DARRAH, William, as it appears that the examiner transposed the final three digits 
of the cited reference. Applicants therefore renew the request for issuance of form PTO-892 
in the above-referenced application including U.S. PATENT NO. 2,194,520 TO DARRAH, 
William, so that this reference will appear among the "References Cited" on any patent to issue 
therefrom. 

Prompt attention to Applicants' request in this regard is requested, in view of the deadline of 
January 6, 201 1 for payment of the issue fee.
